But what adds more to this miC. 
fortune, 1s, that ſo great miſchief 
ſhould be occaſioned by thoſe two 
Trifling and Inſignificant words of 
Whig and Tory ; Names invented in 
Hell, and ſpread about this King- 
dom to brand Honeſt Men with o- 
dious Characters, and turn the 
whole Nation into Confuſion. 

The Etymology of theſe Names, 
carries in it both 1 Nature and Scan— 
aal; and as we apply them to each 
other with all the Bitter neſs and In- 
famy, we can, ſo we very well an- 
{wer their Signification. I did cal| 
them inſigniſicant Names, and in one 
Senſe they are; for tho? they have a 
Signification, yet their Natural Mean. 
ing, which J ſhall immediately make 
pear, is Poor, Beggarly, and Villainou, 
to Men of Senſe and Honeſty; and 
none but Fools and Kzaves will em: 
brace the Diſtinction, and take ei- 
ther of theſe Characters. 

The Former of theſe excellent 
Names, according to the beſt Infor- 
mation, that I can get, and 'tis no 

reat matter, whether it is true ot 
faite, comes from Scotland, which 
fignities a ſort of Butter- Mill or 
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Whey; which is the worſt Part of 
the Mill, that is left after Batter, or 
Cheeſe, is made. 

As for Butter-Milk, it has a very 
Sower Taſt, not unlike the preſent 
Temper of the Ezglifp; for when a 
Whig and a Tory meet together, they 
look as Sower upoa one another as 
ſo many Crab-1rees ; And their Diſ- 
courſe, if they happen to confabu— 
late, has as much Sweetneſs in it, 
as the Juice of thoſe Apples, which 
the aboveſaid Trees produce; lo 
that by their Fruit you may know them. 

The Latin words for a Whig are 
Homo Fanaticus, Homo Factioſus. Ihe 
ſormer, according to Cicero and Phi- 
lander's Gloſſary, ſignifies a Man 
that is Mad, Frantick, or Fanatick ; 
The Latter Factious, Mutinou, and 
Rebelliows, Words exceedingly well 
adapted for Abuſe and Scandal, and of 
great uſe to Blacken Mens Reputa- 
tion. 

So likewiſe Whigzſm according to 
the ſame Language is call'd Eatha- 
ſiaſmus and Perduellio. The former 
is agreeable to the word Fanaticus, 
and according to the Eccleſiaſtical 
Interpreters, ſignifies a Spiritual Maa- 

B 2 ne ſs 
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neſs, or a vain Pretence to Divine In- 
ſpiration ; ſuch as the late French Pro- 


+ phets aim'd at, and the good tolera- 


ted People, now call'd Guakers,pretend 
to have. This by way of Analogy is 
put for all manner of Madneſs; and 
when the Epithet Whigrh is an- 
nex'd to the Subſtantive Enthuſiaſm, 
it means then Political Madneſs. 
The latter Word Perduellio explains 
the Word Faction, in a very bad 
Senſe, and ſignifies Hrgh-Treaſon a- 
gainſt Prince and State, according 
to Cicero, Livy and other Authors. 
This is charging Men with the 
higheſt Crimes, that malice can in- 
vent, or Human Nature can be 
guilty of. And therefore they, Who 
keep up ſuch Diſtinctions, deſerve 
neither the Name of an Engliſhman 
nor a Chriſtian; they are only a Peſt 
to the Nation, and by ſpreading 
their Infection, their Contagious 
Diſtemper, like a Canker, will eat 
ns up and conſume us in Time. 
But belides all this Rancour and 
Malice, with which chey treat Men, 


Who are unjuſtly Stigmatiz'd with 
the Name of Whig, This word al- 


ſo contains in it a Hlout and 'a Jeer, 
, unworthy 
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unworthy to be caſt upon any Man, 
that has Senle and Wit enough, 
together with his Honour and 
Honeſty, to be engaged in Go- 
vernment. For as the word hie 
ſignifies Sower Butter-Mzk , ſo 
it alſo comprehends Whey, which 
is nothing but the Water of the 
Milk, that is left alter the Cheeſe is 
made; and carrys with it a very 
Flat and Inſipid Paſt. This is only 
in plain Eagliſh to call wiſe Men 
Fools and Blockheads, and when ſuch 
opprobrious and pernicious Names 
ſhall be publickly applied by a 
vile fort of People, to each thoſe 
by whoſe Counci! s we are 
tobe ruPd, and thi with Im- 
punity, Government will at laſt be 
brought into Contempt, and the 
Nation to Ruin and Deſtruction. 

Nor does the Word Tory carry in 
tleſs Venom and Malice, it bear- 
ing no better an Explanationthanthat 
of a Bog-1rotter, or Iriſh Robber ; a 
Fellow that lives by LYagraxncy, and 
, upon the %, he takes from Honelt 
1 Men. So that according ro the 
- WEtymology of the Word, he that is 
„ IA Jory, will ſtick at no manner of 
y | Wickedacts 
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Wickedneſs to enrich himſelf; and 
whatſoever he lays his Hand upon, 
"tis his own. He was to bring in 
the Pretender, if he could have got 
any thing by it, and to have kept 
our Preſent Sovereign from his 
Crown and Kingdoms, which were 
his juſt and lawtul Right, and all this 
to have carried on his own Private 
Intercit. Thief-like he was to rob 
the Nation of what he could, and 
live upon the common Plunder. 
This I take to be theLitteral Senſe of 
a Tory, or an Iriſh Robber. 

And now what a woful Con- 
dition is Poor Exgland reduced to, 
that according to this odious diſtin-

piſt, and He that is a Why. is a 
Diſſenter. Whereas there is no more

Truth in any one of theſe Aſerti- . 
ons, than it a Man was to fay 
the Grand Seignior is a good Chri- 
ſtian, or that the Moon is made of 
a Green Cheeſe. , 

But the deſign of Party-Men is 
not Truth, but to abule each other, 
and like Brl/insgate-Orators, they 
that make the greateſt noiſe, and call 
the fouleſt names, get the better of 
it, and come off with Flying Co- 
lours. *Tis an excellent Remedy 
againſt the Spleen, to hear a Whig in 
the Coffee Houſe railing again a 
Tory, and damning him for all the 
Papiſt-Rogues, and Villains he can 
think off : and then have a Second 
Perloa commend him for his 
Railery, and ſay that this Man 1s a 
very . Honeſt worthy Gentleman, a good 
Proteſtant, a true Friend to the Ha- 
nover-Szcceſſton ; juſt as if a Man 
could give no better a Demonſtrati- 
on of his Honeſty, Religion and 
Loyalty to his Sovereign, than by 
abuſing his Fellow Subject and ma- 
king him appear blacker than the 
Devil himſelf. So again the Tory 
damns the Whig for a Fanatical Dog, 
and a Presbyterian Raſcal, and *

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his Brother-Toyy applauds him for a 
True Church-Man. And notwith- 
ſtanding the mighty Zeal of theſe 
two great oppolite Saints, you may 
ſhake them both in a Bag, and he 
that comes out firſt is the honeſteſt 
Man. For I have heard many a 
Tory-Rory-Boy drink a Health to the 
Church, Swear and Bully for the 
Church; nay one faid, he laid with 
his Neighbours Wife, that he might 
get her to perſuade her Husband to 
vote for the Church ; and yet none 
of theſs come to Church, ex- 
cept it be to ſee a Miſtreſs, or meet 
a Friend to drink a bottle of Wine, 
after Evening Service. So again the 
Sly Whzg, he returns God thanks tor 
our late deliverance from Popery and 
Arbitrary Power; he Prays, and 
Cants ; he never drinks a Diſh cf 
Tea at the Coffee-Houſe, but pulls 
of his Hat, lifts up his Eyes and 
Hands, and ſays a Formal Grace o- 
ver his Liquor. As ſoon as it is dark ; 
he ſlips our into the ſtreet, picks up 
a Lady of the Town, goes to the 
Tavern, gets Drunk, and falls a 
ſleep. Madam takes his Watch and

his Rings, drinks his Health ſilently, 
withdraws and makes her Halty 
Exit incopnito. | 
Now theſe are ſome of your 
great Party-Men, which are ſtick - 
lers for the Church and Religion, 
In nomine Domint incipit omae malum, 
while others contend tor Liberty and 
Property. Theſe in ſhort are 
thoſe, that are call'd by fome oli 
both Parties, the Patriots of their 
Country, whom I ſhould ſtyle, ac- 
cording to the beſt Skill that I have 
in Rhethorick, Monſters and Scan- 
dals of their Country.

A deſperate Diſtemper muſt have 
a deſperate cure, and mad Dogs 
muſt have Medicines proper for 
their Madneſs. If People won't 
go to Bedlam, drink Water-Gruel, 
pick ſtraws, and live in a dark 
Room, let them walk ſoberly and 
quietly about the Streets, and hurt 
no Body, and the Government will 
never meddle with them; but if 
they are ſnappiſh and ſnarling, they 
muſt be ſnapt up themſelves ; if 
they grin and catch People by the 
Heels, they muſt be kick't off.

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ning devices of Men, and this will 
not be grateful to thoſe who are 
pleas'd with Novelties, and Love e 
Variety. Whenever you have any, 
Thoughts of a Pretender, believe - 
that you are out of order ; conſult 
a Phyſician, let him feel your 
Pulſe, and 'tis ten to one, but he 
preſcribes Bleeding and Purging, 
Cc. And when you have done this |

ture. We mult turn Idolaters by 
Worſhipping Idols, and praying to 
Saints, Martyrs and Confeſſors. 
We mult have many Interceſſors, 
which mult be multiplied to a very 
high degree; tho the Scriptures ad- 
mit but of one Mediator and Ad- 
vocate Jeſus Chriſt. In ſhort we 
mult be Prieſt-· rid even to Death. 
For their Clergy will be Maſters 
of our Souls and Bodies, our Lives 
and Fortunes, our Libertics and Pri- 
vileges. And thus Gentlemen you 
ſee how you are Labouring to work 
out your Deſtruction and Ruin, by 
quarrelling about the names ot 
Whis and Tory. Had you not 
better {ir down and be quiet, where 
every Man may enjoy himſelf un- 
der his own Vine, and make his 
Houſe his Caſtle.
